Quick action on the part of Army 
Engineers in operating St. Lucie 
Lock and Dam near Stuart has 
saved the lives’ of millions of roe- 
laden mullet on a spawning migra- 
tion from Lake Okeechobee 
coastal waters. 

Unprecedented numbers of black 
or striped mullet being locked 
through the dam on a round-the- 
clock baSis in the same manner 
that a boat would be passed 
through the locks. Other attempts 
to:pass the runs over the spillway 
or by leaving the lock gates open 
resulted in injury to the mass mi- 
gration. 

Corps of Engineers Biologist, 
Gordon E. Hall, U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service Marine Biolog 
Art Marshall, and State Game 
Frésh“ Water Fish Biologist, ; 
Wallace, identified the specié 
when, lock operators reported the 
concentration of fish upstreant of 
the lock gasping for air-in the at- 
tempt to reach the coast. Lock and 
spillway gates have remained clos- 
ed during the past several months 
of the current airought season. 

Engineers. immediately took 
steps to lock the mullet through as 
rapidly-as concentrations made it 
necessary.

Lake Okeechobee 
Holds At 12.9 Level 


Above sormal rainfall during the 
aks has helped to alle- 
Yot àa criticar 
t Ing in south- 
em o Winter according 
to the U. S. Army Corps of En- 
i Sineers. L, A. Farrer, Chief of the! 
Lake Regulations Unit, said that 
1.5 inches of rain has fallen in the 
Lake Okeechobee area since the 
first of December about equalling 
the evaporation rate anu ‘causing 
the lake to remain near elevation 
12.9 for the past few weeks. 

“If the rainfall during the next 
five months is normal—about 12 
inches—forecasts indicate that the 
lake will fall to about 12.0 feet 
above mean sea level by next May’) 
Farrer said. “However, the recent! 
rains may be only a temporary 
break in the normal dry season and; 
the next few months could be un- 
usually dry. If the rainfall is light, 
note exceeding four inches in the 
next five months, forecasts’ indi-| 
| cate the lake may fall to about ele-; 
vation 10.5 feet next spring, and 
critical water shortages'may oc- 
cur,” he added.

New tax- 
payers who have not applied for 
homestead exemption before will 
have to go to the Assessor’s office 
at 711 North Dixie Highway in 
West Palm Beach, to make their 
first application.

Pecan Trees Bear 
Fine Quality Nuts 


Pecan lovers through the years 
have had an idea that pecan trees 


wouldn't grow on the shores of 


Lake Okeechobee. That idea has 
been smashed to smithereens and 
Albert, Fremd of Canal Point has 
come up with a fine crop on the two 
trees that grow on his “Hack- 
berry Hill Farm” just north ot 
Canal Point, 

The trees are the Mahan Variety 
from Monticello, Florida, and are in 
the neighborhood of 10 years old. 
The nuts are exceptionally large 
anä are paper shell. The meat is 
firm and unusually tasty. All of 
the nuts tested by the writer were 
fully matured ‘and the meat was 
completely filled out. 

There are not many pecan trees 
in his section of Florida. There is 
one at the Erickson place just 
north of Canal Point that was there 
in.1925 when Assistant County 
Agent H. L. Speer arrived in Canal 
Point. It has suffered from high 
water damage several times 
through the years, thus retarding 
its growth. It bears regularly. 

Another large pecan tree is 
growing near the McCurdy-Mitch- 
ell fertilizer place near the rail- 
road crossing between Pahokee and 
Canal Point. The: huge tree pro- 
vides shade for the trailer that is 
located near the entrance to the 
fertilizer place. The tree bears be- 
tween 50 and 75 pounds of nuts 
each year.

(continued from par +) 
last for several days,.and Colone! 
E. E. Kirpatrick, District Engineer 
for the Corps of Engineers, states 
that the locks will continue to op- 
erate as long as the movement con- 
unues. 

Biologists and lock operators 
havg noted minor runs of these fish 
in past years, but nothing ap- 
proaching the size of the present 
movement. The spawning migra- 
tion of mullet from Lake Okeecho- 
bee through the St, Lucie Canal to 
the ocean usually occurs during the 
period November through January 
in comparatively smal] numbers 
over a longer period. The return 
run to Lake Okeechobee may begin 
by mullet that have spawned, be- 
fore or after the downstream: mi- 
gration is complete. The returnees 
would then pass through the locks 
as regular boat traffic is passed to 
the lake.
